are 345 newspapers of 
sworn and prov en circulation in 
Indiana. 
Of these, 
88 are daily 
newspapers, located in 65 counties. 
There are 239 weekly newspapers, 
three tri-weekly newspapers, six 
semi-wreekly, 
and 
nine 
Sunday 
newspapers. 


Combined circulation of the 345 
newspapers in Indiana is 2,830.625. 
This indicates that there 
is 
a 
newspaper subscriber for each I Mi 
citizens in Indiana. Since surv eys 
show that there are three readers 
of each copy of a newspaper, this 
would indicate that thousands of 
Hoosiers read more than one news- 
paper.

Red 
China’s 
Threats 
Pose 
Menace To Country’s Securi­ 
ty; Declaration Would 
State Position. 


RESOLUTIONS READIED 
IN BOTH HOUSES 


WASHINGTON (J I — President 
Eisenhower today asked Congress 
to declare “ our readiness to fight" 
to keep Formosa out of Red hands 
and “ to engage in whatev er op 
erations may be required to carry 
out that purpose.” 
In a special message, the Pres­ 
ident said “ our purpose is peace” 
but that Red Chinese threats al­ 
ready pose a serious danger to 
this country’s security “ and in­ 
deed to the peace of the w’orld ’ 
A declaration from Congress, Ei­ 
senhower said, “ will reduce the 
possibility that the Chinese Com­ 
munists, misjudging our firm pur­ 
pose and national unity, might be 
disposed to thallenge the position 
of the United States, and precipi­ 
tate a major crisis which ev en they 
would neither anticipate nor de­ 
sire.” 
The President made it plain that 
defense of Formosa might require 
hitting the Red Chinese before they 
left their home ports. 
He said this country must be 
prepared to: 
1. Help the Chinese Nationalists 
redeploy 
and 
consolidate 
their 
forces now scattered ov er many 
smaller islands off Red China s 
shores, and 
2. “ Be alert to any concentra­ 
tion or employment of Chinese 
Communist forces obv iously under­ 
taken to facilitate attack upon For­ 
mosa, and be prepared to take 
appropriate military action.” 
As soon as the President’s mes­ 
sage was read to the separate 
branches of Congress, the Demo­ 
cratic chairman of the two com­ 
mittees responsible for foreign re­ 
lations introduced identical resolu­ 
tions in line with Eisenhower’s re­ 
quest. They prov ided: 
“ That the President of the Unit­ 
ed States be and he hereby is au­ 
thorized to employ the armed forc­ 
es of the United States as he deems 
necessary for the specific purpose 
of securing and protecting Formo­ 
sa 
and the 
Pescadores 
against 
armed attack, this authority to in­ 
clude the securing and protection 
of such related positions and terri­ 
tories of that area now in friendly 
hands and the taking of such other 
measures as he judges to be re­ 
quired or appropriate in assuring 
the defense of Formosa and the 
Pescadores.” 
Both aimed for quick committee 
action, and called afternoon ses­ 
sions of their groups to consider 
the resolution.

Chian g, although he had American aid which man y 
Republican s later said wasn ’t en ough, had his ears 
beaten off by the Chin ese Commun ists in 1949 He 
fled to Formosa with the Nation alist Chin ese who 
stuck by him. 
Presid en t Truman took a d im view of him an d 
said the Un ited States would n ot d efen d Formosa | 
from Red Attack Truman chan ged his view later 
in 1950 when the Red Chin ese got in to the Korean j 
War. 
He ord ered the 7th Fleet to protect Formosa from 
Red attack an d to keep Chian g from hittin g the 
main lan d . Truman d id n ’t wan t the war to spread . 
Subsequen t, Formosa was con sid ered essen tial to 
American d efen se. 
This coun try armed the Nation alist with field equip- j 
men t, ships an d plan es, some of them jets. As on e . 
of his first acts, Presid en t Eisen hower said he was 
ord erin g the 7th Fleet to let Chian g hit the main lan d . 
Chian g d id very litUe hittin g. He d id n ’t have the 
stren gth then , an d d oesn ’t n ow, to in vad e the main ­ 
lan d without American support, at least in the form 
of tran sportation , supplies an d air cover. 
He has perhaps 550,000 men . The Red Chin ese re- 
petted ly have more than 2V4 million . The Com mu- . 
n ists have equipmen t they've turn ed out themselves, 
plus mod ern equipmen t from Russia.

Yet the hopes of Chian g, his Nation alists an d those 
main lan d Chin ese who hate the Red s have been 
built aroun d the chan ce that somed ay he would re­ 
turn to Chin a. 

Right 
n ow there is shootin g. Chian g is d efen d in g his out­ 
lyin g islan d s from Red attack. If it gets worse, the 
Un ited States may win d up in war with Red Chin a. 
But if the presen t trouble quiets d own , this is the 
prospect: 
The Sen ate is ex pected to approve a mutual assist­ 
an ce pact with Chian g. That would put this coun try 
in to war with the Red Chin ese if they attacked For­ 
mosa an d some other islan d s. 
But Chian g has agreed n ot to attack the main ­ 
lan d without previous con sultation with the Un ited 
States. If the Un ited States approved , it would be 
committed to back him up That could lead to war 
with Chin a.

FT. SILL. Okla. 
— Major Am­ 
brose Nugent, a 44 year-old career 
artilleryman, goes before a general 
court martial board today in what 
he calls the “ most critical period 
of my life.” 
Nugent is charged with collabo­ 
rating with the enemy while an 
Army prisoner of war in Korea. 
Ten colonels on the board will de­ 
cide whether he is innocent or 
guilty. 
Nugent, of Merrill, Wis., faces 
trial on 13 counts alleging viola­ 
tions of the Articles of War and 
the Uniform Code of Military* J us­ 
tice The most serious charge ac­ 
cuses the World War II combat 
veteran of offering intelligence to 
his Communist captors The Army 
says the offense is treasonable. 
If 7 of the IO colonels find him 
guilty, Nugent could be sentenced 
to life imprisonment. Maj. Gen. 
Edward T. Williams, commander 
general of Ft, Sill, has ordered 
the death penalty not be consid­ 
ered. 
Nugent, a former recruiting of 
ficer in southern Illinois, is also 
accused of making radio broad­

photograph and signature on sur­ 
render leaflets. 
Nugent denies all charges. Re 
says his sole aim was to protect 
the lives and general welfare of 
his men.

Sh o w Hig h Rate OI h eig h t Gain s 


LAFAYETTE, 
Ind. 
— Higher 
rates of gain and greater feed ef­ 
ficiency in fattening cattle hav e 
been reported by Purdue Univ er­ 
sity agricultural research men fol­ 
lowing tests with the oral feeding 
of hormones. Howev er, recogniz­ 
able pelv ic and mammary changes 
were induced by oral feeding of 
hormones to steers. Hormone, feed­ 
ing does not increase fat disposition 
or improv e carcass grade. 
Three hormones — stilbestrol, di- 
enestrol and hex cstrol — when fed 
orally to a group of fattening cat­ 
tle resulted in gains of 50, 33 and 
52 pounds respectiv ely , abov e gains 
of steers fed a normal ration. These 
studies will be summarized at the 
annual Cattle Feeders’ Day at Pur­ 
due on Friday , April 29 . 
In the Purdue ex periments, a 
group of 40 two-y ear-old Hereford 
steers av eraging 8 7 0 pounds liv e- 
weight were selected for the 123- 
day feeding trial. They were div id­ 
ed into groups of ten; three of the 
groups were fed the hormones and 
the remaining were fed a normal 
ration. 
At the end of the test period, 
steers fed the normal ration had 
gained, on the av erage, 274 pounds, 
whereas those fed stilbestrol and 
hex estrol had gained 324 and 326 re­ 
spectiv ely . Dienestrol fed steers, 
gaining slightly less rapidly than 
either of the other hormone fed 
groups, gained 313 pounds. 
Rate of gain of the hormone fed 
cattle v aried markedly during the 
ex perimental period. Most o f the 
increased gain attributed to the 
hormones occurred during the first 
28 day s of the tests. The research 
men state that th is early d ifferen ce 
cannot be accounted for by the feed 
intake, as th e h o rmo n e fed an i­

Av eraging out the feed consumed 
and the amount of gain, hormone- 
fed animals required from nine to 
twelv e per cent less feed per unit 
of gain than the steers fed the nor­ 
mal ration.

mammary changes were accom­ 
panied by the oral feeding of all 
three of the hormones at the rate 
of ten milligrams daily . These ef­ 
fects were less pronounced in the 
dienestrol-fed steers than in the 
other two groups. 
Official carcass grades indicated 
that the stilbestrol-fed steers pro­ 
duced carcasses slightly inferior to 
other hormone-fed groups and con­ 
siderably below the normally fed 
animals. 
In study ing the carcasses of the 
steers fed hormones, no residual 
hormones were found in the meat. 
This was true whether the feeding 
of the hormones was discontinued 
the day prior to slaughter, or 
w hether it was discontinue J sev en 
day s prior to slaughter. 
Knowledge on hormone feeding is 
still in the formativ e stage. Care 
must be ex ercised that hormone- 
supplemented rations are not fed to 
breeding and lactating stock. Under 
certain conditions pasture and har­ 
v ested forage may contain female­ 
like sex hormones. It is possible 
that noticeable mammary dev elop­ 
ment and ev en lactation may be 
produced by ex cessiv e hormone 
consumption. Studies are underway 
at Purdue on the hormone content 
of the ex cretions of hormone-fed 
cattle and sheep and their effects 
on hogs which might be ex posed 
to the ex creta.

Recognizing that before a conv I 
plete job is accomplished con- j 
sedation on a particular field 
may require sev eral steps tak­ 
ing more than a y ear to com­ 
plete, the Agricultural Conser-j

These are known as the mul- 
tiple-unit or “ package’* prac­ 
tices. Where a farmer is not able 
to complete the entire package 
in one y ear, cost-sharing assist­ 
ance may be giv en for the por­ 
tions completed during the pro­ 
gram y ear. 
The farmer must agree to com­ 
plete the remaining parts and j 
secure approv al of the county 
committee. He can spread the 
cost of the necessary steps ov er 
more than one y ear. 
An ex ample of a package prac­ 
tice is the establishment of a 
forest stand for erosion control, 
watershed protection, or for for-1 
estry purposes, including shel- 
terbelts or farm woodlots. To 
carry out this practice a farmer 
may need to prepare the land 
one y ear, and plant trees the 
second y ear. Or if a permanent j 
v egetativ e cov er is to be estab-1 
lished, the land may need seed- J 
bed preparation and application I 
of needed minerals before seed-1 
mg to grasses or legumes. 
When clearing of the right-of- 
way is necessary in establishing 
a drainage sy stem, this could j 
be done the first y ear and the 
actual ditch construction the sec­ 
ond. Where protected outlets or 
waterway s hav e to be estab­ 
lished before terracing the out­ 
lets could be prepared one y ear 
and the terraces the following 
y ear. 
This package idea allows a 
farmer to budget the cost of his 
time, labor, equipment, and seed 
for ground cov er to include his 
own share and the ACP cost- 
share ov er more than one y ear. 
He may collect the ACP cost- 
share on parts of the job as

Since the sowing of grass and 
legume seeds for ground cov er 
is inv olv ed in many of the AC 
practices, these seeds should be 
acquired as soon as the needs 
are known. A farmer should con­ 
tact his local ASC committee 
for information on how ACP can 
help him meet his conserv ation 
problems.
